Plant Perennial 
Vegetables | 


Why not use one side of your 
garden for a perennial vegetable 
bed? 

Charlevoix County Agricultu- 
ral Agent Ed Rebman says rhu- 
barb and asparagus will thrive 
in this area. Only a few plants of 
rhubarb are needed for the av- 
erage family and many gardens 
have enough vaste space to in- 
clude asparagus, Rebman insists. 

Set these plants in the gar- 
den as early in the spring as 
posisble. -Both asparagus and 
rhubarb. like rich soil well 
supplied with organic matter. 
Ten to 1 bushels of well-rot- 
ted manure or compost should 
be worked into the soil for 
each 50 feet of row. And ap- 
ply 10 pounds of complete 
commercial fertilizer over this 
area and mix thoroughly with 
the soil. : 

Buy disease-free rhubarb 
plants of McDonald or Ruby. Set 
them in the row four feet apart 
and with crowns even with the 
soil surface. 

When you buy asparagus 
plants, insist on good one-year- 
old roots of the Mary Washing- 
ton vartety. Space them 18 inch- 
es apart jn-the row. Roots should 
be set in a trench 8 to 10 inches 
deep in sandy soils and 6 to 7 in- 
ches deep in heavy soils.

As I have had.several calls regarding sweet cherries, I will cover 


and review sweets thoroughly in two writings. I grew up among. 


sweets long before canneries.came in. 


= 


Working in sweet orchards on the Old Mission Peninsula, I 
thought that if I ever grew sweets that I would set them far enough 
apart. In the year of 1917 I came un here for two weeks and planted 
500 sweets. These were set. 32 feet apart and some of the trees now 
touch each other. 

Some that we set later and closer together do not get enough air 
and those cherries spoil fast if not picked on the dot. 

T also noticed sweet orchards over on the Peninsula that were set 
on slopes. The trees on-the higher land were the best, and they would 
start to die out at the bottom of the slope. 

As ve now grow fourteen varieties of sweet cherries, anyone is 
welcome to come here and note the difference. 

Sweet cherries ripen in this rotation; Governor Wood, yellow- 
Spanish, Black Tartarian, Royal Anne Napoleon, Schmidts Bigger- 
eau, Bing, Windsor, Late Yellow, Black Giant, Lambert and Late 
Lambert and the very latest Dykeman. 

Royal Anne or Napoleon are the best marchino cherries. Except for 
the first three mentioned, varieties all are good shippers if sorted. 
The varieties that crack from rain to a more or less degree depending 
on the amount of rain are: Worst, Lambet; next, Bing; and sometimes 
Windsor,

Dairy Farmers 


Lay Plans To 


Fight Prices 


What are Michigan dairy far- 
mers doing to face up to the’ drop 
in dairy prices to 75 per cent of 
parity? 

They’re trimming costs of pro- 
duction as much as possible, says 
Parsons, a Michigan 
State College extension dairy- 
man. Parsons asserts that his 
talks with farmers at extension 
meetings have revealed these 
things: yee be 


Farmers are getting more 
conscious of expenses which 
may be unnecessary. Some fi- 
gure they are feeding more 
‘grain than necessary. That: 
means more interest in and 
greater use of high quality 
roughage—brome-alfalfa hay 
with at least 50 percent of the 
legume, good quality corn si- 
lage with lots of grain or good 
legume silage. : 


And, the extension dairyman 
reports, farmers are cutting 
down on the purchase of protein 
supplements, figuring that they 
will be able to furnish all their 
cows may require through. good 
quality hay and homegrown 
grains. 

‘The expense-conscious farm- 
ers also are cutting down on 
what they believe may be unnec- 
essary mineral buying. They’re 
sticking with steamed bone meal 
and trace mineral salt—either 
including it in the ration or fee- 
ding it free choice. 


Parsons says he_ believes 
that the farmers’ cost cons- 
ciousness will go a leng way 
toward easing the: price-cost 
squeeze in the dairy business. 


Lawn Seeding 
Now Important 
Farmers Told 


Make your lawn seeding as 
early as possible this spring. 
Seedings made after May 1 are 
apt to be poor because the wea- 
ther may be hot and dry and an- 
nual weeds will cause trouble. 

That’s a’ suggestion from C. 
M. Harrison of Michigan State 
College’s farm crops department 
Harrison says that Kentucky 
bluegrass grows best on soils that 
are high in organic matter and. 
fertility and located in sunny ar- 
eas. But if you have sandy or 
clay soil low in organic matter, 
red fescues may be the best bet, 
especially if the lawn is shaded. 


Using the recommended 
turf grass seed on your lawn 
may try your patience for the 
first couple of months, admits 
Harrison, but the result will be 
better than you will get from 
using the so - called urse gras- 
ses like redtop and ryegrass. 


The MSC specialist advises 
grading the lawn carefully be- 
fore seeding with the best soil 
on top made into a fine, firm 
seedbed. A high: nitrogen fertil- 
izer like 12-6-6, 10-6-4 or 
10-10-10 at 10 pounds -per 1,000 
square feet should be spread 
just prior to seeding. 

He also suggests that one to 
two pounds of seed ver 1,000 
square feet is enough. If you 
don’t use a seeder, he says, it’s a 
good idea to hand sow half of 
the seed while walking in one 
direction, then sowing the other 
half in the opposite direction. 
You also can get better distribu- 
tion by two-direction seeding 
with a seeder. The same thing 
ean be done with the fertilizer. 
After seeding, the ground should 
be raked lightly or rolled to co- 
ver the seed.

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Cut Crop Cost, 
Raise Output 


MSC Warns 


Want to cut your crop pro- 
duction costs and boost profits? 
Michigan State College scientists 
revealed the results of a study 
this week which showed costs of 
production can be cut sharply by 
improved farming practices. 


The studies, conducted by 
Dr. R. L. Cook, head of the 
MSC :soil science department, 
and C. R. Hoglund of the agri- 
cultural economics depart- 
men, showed these figures on 
cost cuts: ; 


Improved practices—-as com- 
pared with older practices—par- 
ed the cost of producing a bush- 
el of wheat from $1.54 to $1.28, 
of a bushel of oats from 90 cents 


‘ to 69 cents, and of corn from $1.- 


21 to $1.02 a bushel. And fol- 
lowing recommended . practices 
lowered the cost of producing a 
ton of alfalfa-brome hay from 
$16.80 to $13.30 and a ton of 
sugar pects from $11.21 to $8.- 
19. 


The MSC men found that 
the biggest saving in produc- 
tion costs was through using 
the recommended rates of fer- 
tilizer. But other practices, 
such as timely planting, use of 
adapted crop varieties, seed 
treatment, crop rotation, the 
right soil management, _ till- 
age and weed control, each 
were cost cutters, too. 


Although a farmer using the

- ooadel piactices spends 
more money per acre, the result- 
ing yields more than offset ex- 
tra expenses. Dr. Cook and Hog- 
lund found, for example, that 
the average Michigan farmer 
spends $46 an acre to produce 38 
bushels of corn. But, by spending 
$62.25 an acre-—the cost of re- 
commended practices—he would 
produce 61 bushels of corn per 
ecre. 

The studies showed further 
that Michigan farmers are not, 
on the average, using enough 
fertilizer to produce crops most 
economically. Sugar beets cur- 
rently get an average of 490 
pounds of fertilizer per acre, 
while the recommended rate is 
800 pounds. 

If a farmer used the recom- 
mended rate of fertilizer on 
sugar beets, he could cut the 
cost of producing a ton of 
beets from $11.21 to $9.95. 
And, if he used other recom- 
mended practices along with 
the increased use of fertilizer, 
he could reduce his costs to 
$8.19 a ton.
